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How Shall we be Amused 1 


Under this head the Atlantic JUbuf/i- 


ly discourses as follows: 


The theater and opera grow up anil 


exist among us like plants on the 
windy side of a hill, blown all awry 
by a constant lack of conscientious 
leboka. There is really no amuse- 
ment young people are fond of which 
they clo not pursue in a sort of defi- 
ance of the peculiar religious world. 
With all the telling of what the 
young shall not do, there has been 
rery little telling what they shall do. 


The whole department of amuse- 


ment — certainly one of the most im- 
portant in education — has been by 
the Church made a sort of outlaws' 
ground, to be taken possession of 
and held by all sorts of spiritual rag- 
amuffins; and then the faults and 
shortcomings resulting from this ar- 
rangement have been held up and in- 
sisted on as a reason why no Christian 
should ever venture into it. 


If the Church would set herself to 


amuse her young folks, instead of 
discussing doctrines and metaphysi- 
cal hair-splittings, she would prove 
herself a true mother, and not n 
hard-visaged step-dame. 
Let her 


'keep this department, so powerful 
and so difficult to manage, instead of 
giving it up to the weakest. 


If the different churches of 'a city, 


for example, would rent a building 
where there should at least be a bil- 
liard table, one or two ten-pin alleys, 
a reading room, a garden and grounds 
for ball-playing and innocent loung- 
ing, they woura do more to keep 
their people from the ways of sin 
than a Sunday school could. Nay 
more! I would go further. I would 
have a portion of the building fitted 
np with scenery and a stage, for the 
getting up of tableaux or dramatic 
performances, and thus give scope 
for the exercise of that histrionic ta3- 
ent of which there is so much lying 
unemployed in society. 


Young people do not like amuse- 


ments any better for the wickedness 
connected with them. The spectacle 
of a sweet child singing hymns and 
repeating prayers, of a pious old 
"Uncle Tom" dying for his religion, 
has filled theatres night after night, 
and proved that there is really no 
need of indecent or improper plays 
to draw full houses. 


The things that draw young people 


to places of amusement are not at 
first gross things. Take the most no- 
torious public places in Paris— Jar- 
din Mabille, for instance — and the 
things which give it its first charm 
are all innocent and artistic. Exquis- 
ite beds of roses, gilli-flowers, lighted 
with jets of gats so artfully as to 
make every flower translucent as a 
gem; fountains where the gas-light 
streams out from behind the misty 
wreaths of falling water and cnl la- 
blossoms; sofas of yielding turf, can- 
opied with fragrant honeysuckle; dim 
bowers o'erarched with lilacs and 
roses, a dancing ground under trees 
whose branches bend with a fruitage 
of many-colored lamps; enchanting 
music and grateful motion. In all 
these there is not only no sin, but 
they ore really beautiful and desir- 
able; and if they were only used on 
the side of virtue and religion, if they 
were contrived and kept up by the 
guardians and instructors of youth, 
instead of those whose interest it is to 
demoralize and destroy, young peo- 
ple would have no temptation to 
stray into the .haunts of rice. 


In Prussia. under the reign of Fred- 


erick William II. when one good 
hard-handed man governed the whole 
country like a strict schoolmaster, the 
public amusements of the people 
were such as to present a model J'or 
all fetutes. The theaters were strictly 
supervised, nncl actors obliged to con- 
form to the rules of decorum and 
morality, the plays and pcrfornmiice_s 
were under the 'immediate supervi- 
sion of men of grave morals, who al- 
lowed nothing comipting to appear, 
and one effect of this administration 
and restraint is to be seen in Berlin 
to-day. The public gardens arc full 
of charming little resorts,, where eve- 
ry altemcon, for u moderate sum, 
one can luve a concert of good mu- 
sic, or a very fair dramatic or operat- 
ic performance. Here whoh families 
may be seen enjoying together a 
wholesome and refreshing euttrtaiii- 
mont — the mother and aunts with 
their knitting, the bnby, the children 
of all ages, and the father — their fa- 
ces radiant with that Gtrmnn light of 
contentment which one ieels to lie 


' characteristic of the nation. 
AVhen 


I saw these things, ami thought of 


V our 
own outcast, unprovided boys 


anil young men, haunting the sheets 
and alleys of cities, in place.s far from 
the companionship 01 mothers and 
sisters. 1 ftft as if it \\onld be lii-ttei 
ior a nation to be brought up bv a 
good strict schoolmaster king thim to 
try to be a republic. 


"But republics can do all that Ju-igs 


can — witness our late army and Kaiu- 
tary Commission. 
Once fix the idea 


thoroughly in the public mind that 
there ought to be ns regular and care- 
ful provision for public amusement 
as there is for going to church and 
Sunday-school, and it will bo done. 
Central Park, in New York, is .1 be- 
ginning in the right direction, and 
Brooklyn is following the example of 
lier sister city. 


Why should saloons and bar-rooms 


~be made attractive by fine paintings, 
choice music, flowers and fountains, 


and Sunday-school rooms, (yes, and 
our public rooms also,) be four bare 
walls ?

H. Bnrnham is herewith pro- 
posed for the ticket on that occasion. 
As the township is districted, and al- 
ready represented in the Board, it is 
but justice to the water-front side of 
the territory that it will have the 
member to be elected on the sixth of 
September, and we can think of no 
man in that direction better riuali- 
fied for the position,' than the gen- 
tleman named. Shattuck is a resi- 
dent of the northern section, Hardy 
of the middle, and it is but fair that 
the southern have an equal show in 
the councils of theAlameda chief leg- 
islature. 


In view of the construction of the 


county buildings on the southern 
side of our township, 
the impor- 


tance of the location makes it more 
obligatory upon the community to 
select a member of the Board regu- 
larly from that side of the city; one 
who is clearly identified with the 
business interests of that section. 
And- who is better qualified every 
way for the position, thanBurnham? 
He has conducted important public 
trusts, from Federal to local, with 
credit to all concerned. At present, 
he is attending to his planing mill 
interests alone, and has no other am- 
bition than to bo a useful citizen; but 
for all the time that is required to fill 
a place in the Board of Supervisors, 
he could attend to it as well as not. 
We believe the people will fully con- 
cur in these remarks, and when the 
time comes to vote, will act accord- 
ingly. 
• 


THE advantage of having such a 


man as Bnrnham for Supervisor, is 
every way superior. His residencs 
and business in a sectional point of 
view—he is located at the right place; 
then what is more important, his bus- 
iness keeps him at home pretty much 
every day at all hours, where he can 
be easily found. He is not a gentle- 
man of leisure, spending most of his 
time in San Francisco, and with 
nothing to do but study jobbery in 
the political way. He is a frank- 
upoken and wide-awake man, and 
ought to be chosen ta> the position we 
nominate him, without opposition. 
\Ve have no doubt it will be done.

TEXT BOOKS GALORE. 


If there is anyone thing more than 


another that our public'.schools will 
never want, it is plenty of text book*,. 
The changes and additions forced 
upon the community by energetic 
publishers, with the aid of consent- 
ing Boards of Education, are as hard 
to keep track of as the colors of the 
kaleidoscope. Tlie bruin cramming 
tendencies of the nge, would setm to 
be a reflection upon the natural ca- 
pacity of the rihiug generation for ac- 
quiring knowledge; that without the 
most finely adjusted machinery, the 
youth of the present day will fail to 
meet the expectations or parents who 
got along very well in "the better 
days of the republic" with the most 
staid—the most ancient and fishlike 
school-house appliances. 


We were greatly amused last night 


while listening to a debate in our 
Oakland Board of Education, over 
the case- of Hopkfns1 political man- 
ual — entitled 
something 
about 


'American Ideas." Mr. H. is a res- 
ident of Fruit Vale, ill Alnmeda 
county, and Bancroft <fc Co. are his 
publishers. Mr. Swett is a member 
of the Board from the Brooklyn end 
of Athens. He is a conservative look- 
ing old gentleman, and yet possessed 
of good ideas and rather a happy fac- 
ility of expressing himself—at least 
on this occasion. It was evident that 
the majority of the Board wanted a 
taste of Hopkins—had a hankering 
after his "American Ideas," what- 
ever they may be, while Swett was of 
the opinion that there was no place 
for the book at present. It certainly 
suggested that state of things, when 
the Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment and some of the Principals of 
the Grammar Schools appeared rath 
er baffled when appealed t» for infor- 
mation on the subject. Swett had 
about the correct idea, when he said 
the whole effort of the Board, &c., 
seemed to be directed toward makbuj 
a, place for another text book. 
He 


proposed, finally, that if we must 
have Hopkina in any form, that only 
a sufficient number of copies of his 
work be purchased as to furnish each 
of the teachers one for mere refer- 
ence, and not compel each of the pu 
pils to buy one; in short, that we 
have as little ot Hopkins as possible. 


Well, there was a motion carried to 


have this book forced upon the firsl 
grade classes of the department, and 
parents or pupils must prepare to 
pungle. A dollar a piece at least wil 
be required to furnish this greal 
work io an already over crammed 
and taxed community. Make a note 
of it. 


INSTJKAHCE OB PREVENTION. 


The experience of Chicago on the 


subject of fires, ought to be valuable 
by this time. The Times newspaper 
of that place comes to the conclusion 
"that insurance is a curse to the 
city." In the first place, it invites 
inceudiaryism—fully fifty ami per- 
haps seventy-rive per cent, of fires 
are the work of incendiaries, nml 
tho remainder that of gross carele'-s- 
cess. 


The Times says: 
The thing that Chicago wants jit tho 


present time is the 
prevention ot 
rires. The most careful estimates place 
the amount of the premiums paid to 
insurance companies in Chicago, dur- 
ing the past year, at 53,000,000. Let us 
seo what thlsmoney would have given 
us in the way of preventattve means, 
ifit had been invested Cor that purpose- 
instead of for the purpose of sucurinic 
indemnity in the case of loss. The 
expense of maintaining the lire de- 
partment Inst year, exclusive ot tile 
money paid for new apparatus, was 
S-l:>6,080 4(1. According to this basis of 
calculation, the 33,000,000 .sent E:ist as 
premium money would hove paid for 
maintaining two hundred ami sixteen 
steam (ire engines, thirty-two hook 
and ladder companies, twenty-four 
chemical engines, anil sixteen hose el- 
evators. This would give about, twelve 
steam fire engines to each square mile 
of the improved portion of the city. 
Does all the Insurance bought by this 
Si,000,000 give such security against 
loss as such a fire department would? 
Then, if this premium money were 
annually devoted to the cause of pre- 
vention, It would not nil be expended 
In maintaining a tiro department. Por- 
tions of it would be useil in the con- 
struction of reservoirs, artesian wells, 
the increase ot the wuter supply, the 
widening of streets, and in many 
other ways, but always contributing 
to t.he same end. The iilmostabsolute 
prevention of fires could b« secured 
for loss money than we now pay for 
Imp-hazard indemnity. Compute liie 
costol the two, and this conclusion is 
irresistible.

The 
Grangers will take notice of the attti- 
tude of Governor Booth[on this ques- 
tiou, and of his friend "and follower, 
John F. Swift, the fugleman of the 
Independent party in Snu Francisco.

Gov. BOOTH and J. F. Swift were 


among the Regents of the University 
voting to request Professor Carr to 
resign. Mauy of those, gentlemen 
who are now the most active in de- 
nouncing the 
movement against 


Carr have heretofore been prominent 
iu asserting that Booth can do no 
wrong. When they learn how he 
voted they will probably abandon the 
Professor of Agriculture to his fate. 
A man who can carry a Senatorial 
commission for eighteen mouths in 
his pocket, while continuing to hold 
the office and appropriate the pay of 
Governor to his own uses, and while 
the people applaud his conduct, must 
be infallible.—Alto,.

MAKE MORtSIDF-WALKS. 


Non-Resident Property Holders a 


Curse to Oakland. 


• Tie question of sidewalks of some 
Hnd throughout the city, should 
never cease to be agitated. It should 
be preached from the pulpit. We 
have not the slightest doubt, that 
were our local ministers to deliver set 
sermons on this theme, that it would 
have a more righteous effect on this 
would-be godly community, than all 
their praacliing for Christ's sake. 


On the first page of to-day's Tai- 


BCSE there is tm article from the 
Atlantic Monthly with reference to the 
barren, unattractive insides of the 
average American Church.' It will 
apply very well to Oakland's places 
of public worship. 15ut their bare 
walls inside, and their too frequent 
empty benches, lead to a tram of 
suggestions or reflections upon the 
shortcomings of the' outside appli- 
ances. Chief of the necessities of 
our boasted center of education and 
residence, is n stirring up on the 
score of sidewalks. There are not a 
tenth part of the improvement and 
accommodation this way that is need- 
ed to make Oakland a truly accept- 
able place in which to reside or even 
do business. 
You can't even step off 


of Broadway only here and there, 
till walking becomes a vexation and 
loss to shoe-leather of most intoler- 
able proportions. The so-called grav- 
eled walks are more hateful than the 
natural soil or sand. Ladies stir up 
a dust with their trails sufficient to 
raise a blush on a street sprinkler. 
But when you go a block or two 
either way from Broadway, practical- 
ly all attempts at sidewalk accommo- 
dations are an aggravation beyond 
description. 
Here and 
there are 


little stretches of planking that only 
serve to set off the general deficiency 
on the score of side and cross-walks. 


Oakland is at the mercy, to a great 


extent, of non-resident property own- 
ers, and people who have no real 
home or care for the good and com- 
forts of the actual citizens. In fact, 
there are thousands who only live 
here at night, and never stop long 
enough to think of what would most 
benefit themselves; they come and 
go in a state of excitejieut created in 
other localities, and only care for 
Oakland as a vast contiguity of shade, 
regardless of any of the usual require- 
ments of a well-regulated society. 


The City Marshal is of the opinion 


that wherever even four-foot plank- 
walks have been laid, real estate ad- 
joining has improved in price more 
than four times the cost of the side- 
walk investment. It stands to rea- 
son. There are thousands of lots in 
this city that a arranger could not be 
induced to look at, just because of 
their iuaccessibleuess. It is hard to 
say which season— wet or dry—is the 
most disagreeable without some sort 
of side and crosswalk facilities, where 
the edobe land prevails, the winter 
season renders it perfectly horrible. 


It is a difficult undertaking to try 


to effect a general change for the bet- 
ter. 
Public sentiment must be ap- 


pealed to with facts, and unceasingly. 
When we say that the clergymen 
could not do better than to preach at 
regular intervals on local questions of 
this sort, there is no joko about it. 
If they want to get people to turn out 
to their churches, they must pave the 
way nowadays with novelty more than 
windy platitudes about salvation ac- 
cording to the text-books. There is 
wind, :tnd dust, and mud enough to 
contend against hereabouts, outside 
the walls of the gospel-shops, and the 
saving of soles on the sidewalks 
would contribute more to the peace 
of mind and bodily comfort than all 
the preaching. If it were possible 
for the City Council to force a mea- 
sure through, whereby the entire 
town would be rendered a decent 
place to walk about in. we would lik« 
to .see it done at once. No invest- 
ment would realize so largely and so 
soon as the single one of universal 
sidewalks in Oakland.

Babcock will 
have his hands full this year — court- 
house, jail, University cottages, and 
Brooklyn school-house. • 


Temescal district has more pupils 


than school-room, and they are wil- 
ling to pay the city $1,000 for the 
privilege of sending their surplus 
youngsters inside. An agreement of 
this kind will be entered into at once. 


Superintendent Campbell read his 


financial report of the running ex- 
penses of the department. He esti- 
mates the entire cost for teachers, 
janitors, supplies, 
<fce., at $53,050 


for the present school year. The 
cost per pupil is as folio KB: High 
School, 1?4; Irving Grammar Schooi, 
$1 3G; Prescott Grammar School. 
$2 1U; Lincoln Grammar School, ?1
